BILL 
to amend the Madras Essential Articles Control and 

Requisitioning ( Temporary Powers) Act, 1949 . 


Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Madras 
Essential Articles Control and Requisitioning ( Temporary 
Powers) Act, 1949, for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Madras Essential Articles Control and Requisitioning 
( Temporary Powers) Amendment Act, 1958 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 1. - In section 1 of the Madras 
Essential Articles Control and Requisitioning ( Temporary 
Powers ) Act, 1949 (Madras Act XXIX of 1949) , hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act, - 

(i) in sub -section (1 ) , for the words and brackets " Madras 
Essential Articles Control and Requisitioning ( Temporary 
Powers ) Act " , the words and brackets " Essential Articles Control 
and Requisitioning ( Temporary Powers) Act" shall be substi 
tuted ; 

( ii) for sub-section (2 ) , the following sub - section shall be 
substituted, namely : 

“ (2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala " ; 

(iii) in sub- section (3 ) , for the words, figures and letters 
" the 25th January 1958 " , the words, figures and letters " the 25th 
January 1959" shall be substituted ; and 

(iv ) for sub -section (4) , the following sub -section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" (4 ) upon the expiry of this Act, the provisions of 
section 4 of the Interpretation and General Clauses Act, 1125, 
shall apply as if this Act had been repealed by an Act of the 
Kerala State Legislature." 
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3. Amendment of section 5. - In clause ( d ) of sub -section ( 1 ) 
of section 5 of the principal Act, for the words, brackets and 
figures " sub -section ( 1) of section 23 of the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894 " , the following shall be substituted, namely : 

" sub -section (1 ) of section 23 of the Land Acquisition Act, 
1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894 ) or sub - section ( 1 ) of section 22 of 
the Land Acquisition Act (Cochin Act II of 1070) or sub -section 
( 1) of section 22 of the Land Acquisition Act ( Travancore Act 
XIof 1089) , as the case may be." 

4. Amendment of section 9. - In the explanation to sub -section 
(1) of section 9 of the principal Act, for the words " Malabar 
district" , the words " State of Kerala " shall be substituted . 

5. Amendments to the Travancore-Cochin Public Safety 
Measures Act, 1950. - In the Travancore - Cochin Public Safety 
Measures Act, 1950 ( Act 1 of 1950) , 

(i) sections 3 to 7 (both inclusive) shall be omitted ; 
( ii) in section 14 , 

(a ) in sub - section (1 ) , for the words and figures " sections 
3, 4 , 7, 11 or 13” , the words and figures " section 11 or 13 " 
shall be substituted ; and 

(b ) sub -section (2 ) shall be omitted . 
6. Repeal. The Madras Essential Articles Control and Requi 
sitioning (Temporary Powers ) Amendment Ordinance , 1958 
(Ordinance No. 2 of 1958 ) , is hereby repealed .

BILL 
to amend the Madras Probation of Offenders Act, 1936 . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Madras 
Probation of Offenders Act, 1999; for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 
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Be it enacted in the Ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Madras Probation of Offenders ( Amendment) Act , 
1958 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 1. - In section 1 of the Madras 
Probation of Offenders Act, 1936 (Madras Act III of 1937 ) , here 
inafter referred to as the principal Act 
(i) in sub- section (1 ) , the word Madras shall be 

omitted ; and 
(ii) for sub -section (2 ) , the following sub- section shall be 

substituted , namely : 
" ( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala " . 

3. Substirution of section 14. - For section 14 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, 
namely : 

" 14. Saving of the operation of certain enactments. 
Nothing in this Act sball affect the provisions of section 31 of 
the Reformatory Schools Act, 1897, or the Madras Children Act , 
1920 , or the Travancore Children Act, 1120 , or the Cochin 
Children Act XXXVI of 1111, or the Madras Borstal Schools 
Act, 1925 , or the Travancore Borstal Schools Act, 1120 " . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Madras Probation of Offenders Act, 1936 , which 
provides for the release on probation of first offenders, is in 
force in the Malabar area of the State . There is no correspond 
ing law in force in the Travancore- Cochin area of the State. It 
is considered necessary to introduce the probation system in the 
Travancore -Cochin area also . The Bill seeks to extend the 
Madras Probation of Offenders Act, 1936 , to the whole of the 
State of Kerala . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM . 


Section 9 of the Madras Probation of Offenders Act, 1936 , 
contemplates the appointment of probation officers for the super 
vision of offenders who have been placed on probation by Courts. 
It is proposed to introduce the probation system in the whole of 
the Travancore -Cochin area of the State at once. It will be neces 
sary to appoint for the purpose the following number of proba 
tion officers and ministerial and last grade servants with the 
scale of pay and allowances noted against each , 
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Name of officer.
